No. 3. 

Every Act. under the Protisional 
Government, incorporating towns in the 
Territory conferred the mnanicipa!l 
Courts ¢ the right and power to 
issue writs of Habeas Corpus and try 
the same.

Under a proper system, there is no 
doubt many of the individuals of these 
bands may in ashort time become herids- 
men or agriculturalis’s; and a residence 
by white men inthe valleys of these 
mountains rendered thereby safe from 
their hostilities and depredations. 

In connection with this subject. of the 
opening of the communication with the 
Colorado and the establishing new set- 
tlements upon its borders, it has oc- 
curred to me that it would be of great 
advantage to all engaged in those en- 
terprises if ibe jurisdiction of this Ter- 
ritory was extended over that region. 
where pow there is none. I! youshould 
concer in the importance o/ this meas 
ure tothe people and to tie Govern 
ment, [ would respectiully invite you 
to upite with me in a memorial to-Con- 
gress toadd to Utah, for temporary 
eel et of government, that portion of 
the Terrilory of Arizona which is situa- 
ted North and West of Colorado river. 

Schools and the means of edacation, 
ought to be provided tn every settle- 
ment in the Territory. Without this is 
done, the mass of the people will! soon 
become grossly ignorant, the abject 
slaves of wealth and power and the! 
miserable dupes of every charfatan in 
religion or in politics. To your wisdom 
I commend this most important subject 
for legislation; and sincerely hopes 
system may be divised by which all the 
children of a proper age in the Ti r-i- 
tory may within the ensuing year be 
counted in private or public schools. 

The Annual Reports of the Treusurer 
and Aaditor are presented to you for 
your inspection. | 

The application of the people of this 
Territory for admission jnto the Union 
asa State, is yet pending before Coa- 

ess, and it is hoped it may receive the 

uvorable action of that body, cither by 
the admiesion of the State on an equal 
footing with the original States, or the 
passage of an aet to enable the people 
to form a Constitution and Sate gov- 

ernment. 

And, I beg to assure you, gettlemen, 
that I shall eordially codperate. with 
you in the adoption of such meastires 
as YOU may propose which are caleula- 
ted to enlighten the people, protect. 
their rights of aad rty. se- 
cure to them their civil and religious 
freedom, or advance their prosperity 
and happinezs.
